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NEWSROOM NOTES — New 
York State has just v oted cig ar­ 
ette bootleg g ers a nice increase 
in their p rofit m arg in. 


The raising of the state’s tax 
from 10 cents to 12 cents p er 
p ack, on top of the federal tax 
of eig ht cents, makes it cig ar­ 
ette tax the hig hest in the na­ 
tion. Smokers in New York City 
must p ay an additional 
four- 
cents-a-p ack tax , p lus two cents 
sales tax — if they buy from 
leg al outlets, that is. 


The 
tobacco 
industry 
esti­ 
m ates that the underworld sells 
one of ev ery four p acks of ci­ 
g arettes in New York. 


New York’s ex p erience is one 
m ore p roof th at ex cessiv e tax ­ 
ation of any kind, ev en of hu­ 
man v ices, ev entually inv okes 
the law of diminishing returns. 
E v en before the latest 
in­ 
crease, the state adm itted to a 
$40 million 
annual loss to cig a­ 
rette sm ug g lers. New York City 
com p lains it is losing $10 mil­ 
lion. 
The Wall Street Journal cal­ 
culates that for $12,400 and the 
cost of renting a one-ton p anel 
truck a sm ug g ler can driv e to 
North Carolina, 
which has no 
cig arette tax , load up with 40,- 
000 p acks and sell them in New' 
York City for $19 ,600 — a tidy 
p rofit of 58 p er cent. 
Obv iously , only big -time crim e 
has the financial resources to 
take full adv antag e of this g en­ 
erous offer from the tax -p assers. 
This is the m ost distressing 
asp ect of the whole situation — 
not just that thousands of citi­ 
zens are becoming p racticed in 
daily v iolation of the law, as 
they did during Prohibition, but 
that the p rofits of bootleg cig ­ 
arettes are being channeled, as 
w ere those of bootleg liquor dur­ 
ing Prohibition, to finance or­ 
g anized crim e’s enterp rises else­ 
where — narcotics, loan-shark­ 
ing , p rostitution.

Paul Simon, noted for his cru­ 
sades ag ainst 
corrup tion 
when 
he was a w eekly new sp ap er p ub­ 
lisher and also during his y ears 
in the General Assembly , told 
Dem ocrats to take a long look 
at 
Hubert 
Hump hrey 
before 
“y ou look at Nix on.” 


Simon went on to say W allace 
“ disturbs m e,” 
and 
declared 
what disturbs him more is the 
p eop le he hears who act like 
they sup p ort the form er Alaba­ 
ma g ov ernor. 
Wallace 
“ Before any one g oes for Wal­ 
lace,” Simon imp lored, “ let him 
first know the only aid for the 
elderly he sup p orts affects those 
who are p ast 75 y ears of ag e. 
“ He has been ag ainst all med­ 
icare leg islation and he op p oses 
all labor laws. 
“ Wallace say s there is no dif­ 
ference 
between 
Rep ublicans 
and 
Democrats,” 
the 
senator 
said, and retorted, “this just is 
not so.” 
Sp ending a surp rising amount 
of time with the so-called Wal­ 
lace threat, Simon p ointed out 
nothing in law g uarantees the 
two-p arty sy stem, “it 
was an 
accident of history .” 
Two-Party Sy stem 
Simon described the idea of 
the tw o-p arty sy stem as one of 
those g ifts a p eop le sometimes 
receiv e from history . 
The dang er, he observ ed, is 
not that the Wallace v ote will 
throw the election into the House 
of Rep resentativ es, but rather, 
that if this hap p ens “ by 1972 
there will be four, liv e or six 
p olitical p arties.” 1 
Simon said the Wallace dan­ 
g er is that a condition sim ilar 
to the instability in France be­ 
fore DeGaulle came to p ower 
could ex ist here, if the m ajor 
thrust and p ower of 
the 
two 
p rincip al p arties is broken. 
He charg ed that Wallace tells 
p eop le what they want to hear 
and p lay s up on their fears and 
p assions. 
“ You do not g o to a doctor 
or lawy er to hav e him tell y ou 
what y ou want to hear, but for 
him to g iv e y ou his ex p ert ad­ 
v ice whether or not y ou like to 
hear what he say s,” the schol­ 
arly D em ocrat said. 


Not a 
sp ellbinder and more 
like a colleg e p rofessor with a 
delig htful wit and a g ood sense 
of humor, Simon stay ed on the 
low key side as he ticked off 
the Dem ocrat nominees p ointing 
out the strong p oints of each. 


One observ ation Simon made 
was that he and Shap iro, col­ 
lectiv ely hav e 36 y ears ex p eri­ 
ence in state g ov ernent to no 
ex p erience at the state lev el for 
Richard B. Og ilv ie and Robert 
Dwy er, 
the Rep ublican g uber­ 
natorial and lieutenant g ov ernor 
nominees. 
The 
36-0 
was 
emp hasized 
m any times dring the ev ening 
and was 
on the table 
p lace 
m ats. 


The form er newsp ap er p ub­ 
lisher reached a hig h p oint for 
himself in p artisan attacks on

Ev ery good teacher shou ld try . (stu d ents) 
rate them anony - 
to “sell” his cou rse by making mou sly , ju st to wake u p some of

CASE G—5 79: Dean Ed ward s 
is an Ohio psy chologist who 
really p ractices what he teach­ 
es! 
In the state ed u cational maga­ 
zine called “Ohio Schools” he 
wrote a splend id article titled 
“Teaching Is selling.” 
Therein he ou tlined the fact 
that there is a v ast d ifference 
between a mere “ord er-taker” 
v s. a star salesman, both in the 
commercial world and also in 
the classroom. 
“Dr. Crane,” one of his col­ 
lege stu d ents at Ohio Univ ersity 
said , “we think Prof. Ed ward s 
is tops in the classroom. 
“For he not only tires to pick 
ou t a tex tbook that is interest­ 
ing. 
“Bu t he d ramatizes his class­ 
room lectu res by u se of mov ies, 
class ex periments, d emonstra­ 
tions and activ e class d iscu s­ 
sion. 
“And another thing we wish 
all ou r professors wou ld imitate, 
is the fact he asked u s to rate 
his teaching on an anony mou s 
qu estionaire. 
Prof. Ed ward s works hard at 
the job of making ed u cation a 
fascinating process. 
“If all ou r first cou rse teach 
ers in psy chology d id as good a 
job as he d oes, most of u s wou ld 
major in psy chology !” 
Brav o, Good Teachers! 
Dr. Glenn Frank, former head 
of the Univ ersity of Wisconsin, 
said that teaching (and p reach­ 
ing) arc field s of salesmanship 
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it so v ery p ractical (and thu s 
interesting) that his pu pils want 
to stu d y more in that field . 
Contrast Prof. Ed ward s with 
the head of the chemistry d e­ 
p artment in a large u niv ersity 
here in Chicago who met his 
opening class with these word s: 
“Why are all of y ou taking 
chemistry ? I d on’t want bu t half 
of y ou , so get ou t! 
“And if y ou insist on stay ing 
in this class, I gu arantee that 
I’ll flu nk half of y ou by the mid ­ 
d le of the term!” 
This sou rpu ss professor ig­ 
nored the fact that the mod ern 
emphasis on science has pro­ 
d u ced an u nu su ally large enroll­ 
ment in chemistry . 
And he likewise failed to real­ 
ize that those stu d ents, v ia their 
tu ition, were actu ally pay ing his 
salary ! 
So it might be well to ad ju st 
salaries to the nu mber of stu ­ 
d ents that cou ld be “sold ” on a 
cou rse, d on’t y ou agree? 
Then this d isd ain for pu pils 
and tactlessness in lectu ring to 
them, wou ld change immed iate­ 
ly ! 
That’s the d ifference between 
monopoly v s. a free competitiv e 
sy stem. 
Many of ou r colleges hav e en­ 
d owed “chairs” which are of­ 
fered on a lifetime tenu re to 
professors who hold many d e­ 
grees. 
These professors then know 
they hav e a monopoly reign, re­ 
gard less of how they affront stu ­ 
d ents. 
Like ty pical gov ernment bu 
reau crats, they may become d ie 
tatorial and forget that a Ph.D. 
d egree after their name d oesn’t 
make them topnotch classroom 
salesmen of id eas. 
It wou ld also be wise for all 
schools to let their “consu mers 


these ped agogical stu ffed shirts. 


College stu d ents are grown 
men and women, of v ery high 
I.Q., so they can recognize stel­ 
lar teaching when they encou n­ 
ter it.

Dix o n, Lee Co unty , and the co mmunity mo urn the 
passing o f Senato r William H. McMastcr, a belo v ed and 
respected citizen o f Dix o n. 


The Senato r passed away Saturday ev ening at Kath­ 
ry n Shaw Bethea Ho spital at the age o f 91. He was bo rn 
in Tico nic, Io wa. May 1, 187 7 . 


Senato r McMastcr came to Dix o n Octo ber 1933 at 
the request o f the late Charles R. Walgreen and lifelo ng 
friend Samuel J . Bo wy er and assumed charge o f the 
Dix o n Natio nal Bank. He retired fro m the presidency 
and activ e duty in 194 6 and was made chairman o f the 
Bo ard o f Directo rs. 


During the try ing perio d o f the banking business in 
the early thirties McMasters used to recall with pride 
that the bank ado pted a po licy to giv e each debto r ample 
time to so lv e his o wn pro blems with the result that the 
bank nev er fo reclo sed a real estate lo an o r chattel 
mo rtgage. 


Senato r McMastcr came to Dix o n fro m So uth Dako ta 
after retiring fro m a distinguished career serv ing his 
state and his natio n. He was in the banking business and 
entered po litics in 1901, being elected as State Represen­ 
tativ e, then two terms as State Senato r, two terms as 
Lieutenant Go v erno r, two terms as Go v erno r o f So uth 
Dako ta and then as Senato r fro m So uth Dako ta fo r six 
y ears.

Gen. Dwight D. Eisenho wer o nec to ld me he 
regarded Incho n as the mo st perfect military 
achiev ement in all mo dern military histo ry by any 
co mmander at any time o r place. 
“ An 
unmatched, 
abso lute 
classic o f planning, timing and 
ex ecutio n that will liv e fo rev er ” 
in military tex tbo o ks,” said Gen. 
Eisenho wer. 
It co uld also be reaso nably 
stated that Gen. MacArthur was 
ihe greatest eo mbat general the 
wo rld has ev er seen. Co nsider 
the pro blem in Wo rld W ar II. 
LAV LOR 
War begins with terrain. Fighting with a tho u­ 
sand slo ps and achiev ing the landings in a Pacific 
ex panse o f 63 millio n square miles, no such ter­ 
rain, no such sweep o f o ceans, no co mparable 
start o n the heartbreaking pathway to v icto ry 
as was his fro m Pearl Harbo r ev er faced a co m­ 
mander and his o utnumbered fo rces since the lirst 
awful day o f war. 


Ro bert Burns has the Seo ts say : “ Let’s do it 
o r die.” Gen. MacArthur was a co mpetent man. 
Fo r o ur Nav y the actual turning po int in the 
Pacific war came within six mo nths after Pearl 
Harbo r with the Battle o f Midway o n J une 3-6 . 
191?. Tne entire U.S. Nav y flashed with the co m­ 
petence o f Adms. Chester W. Niniitz and William 
F. Halsey . 


In Euro pe Gen. Eisenho wer lister to me, as 
being in the nature o f MacArthur’s Incho n achiev e- 
tnen, Gen. Omar Bradley ’s breako ut o f the German 
ring at St. Lo , France, and Gen. Geo rge S. Patto n’s 
co nquest o f western Sicily . 


Our Civ il War was histo ry ’s first war fo ught 
with the use o f railro ads and the telegraph. Great 
Gen. Ro bert E. Lee made his strategy a classic, 
still rev iewed In the general staff scho o ls o f ihe 
wo rld, by the way he immediately , imaginativ ely 
and bo ldly rev ieseri the ageless fundamentals to 
grasp this rev o lutio nä r}' o ppo rtunity . 
On May 2, 186 3, great Gen. Tho mas J . (Sto ne­ 
wall) J ackso n fell. Getty sburg was the first battle 
Lee ev er had to fight witho ut J ackso n. It is gen- 


eraily co nceded .hat with J ackso n in the field Lee 
wo uld hav e wo n it. 
We think of Leo nidas at Thermo py lae, o r 
S< bieski facing ihe Turks at the gates o f Vienna, 
o r Lo rd Do wling and the RAF fighter co mmand in 
the Battle o f Britain, o r o f Gen. Eisenho wer him­ 
self. who defeated the Germans within o nly 11 
mo nths after the No rmandy landings. 
We cro ssed ihe English Channel o n J une 6 , 
194 4 , wilh 17 6 ,000 men and 20,000 v ehicles. And 
no thing is harder to mo unt, no thing depends so 
much o n the co mmander’s indiv idual co mpetence, 
no thing takes such precise co o rdinatio n o f nav y 
and air units, no thing depends so capricio usly o n 
the weather and no thing is harder to try than an 
amphibio us landing. 
Sicily was the first amphibio us o peratio n at­ 
tempted by any army since the ill-fated Gallipo li 
landing in Turkey by the British in 1915. “ Sicily 
started to teach ns what we must kno w to ev entual­ 
ly cro ss the English Channel,” General Eisenho wer 
to ld me. 
He also to ld me, o n ano ther o ccasio n, “ If 1 
had listened to all o f the adv ice I go t during my 
co mmand in Euro pe there nev er wo uld hav e been 
a plan lo r cro ssing the Channel. In fact, I do n’t 
think we wo uld hav e cro ssed the Atlantic Ocean.” 
Regarding the enemy , Gen. Eisenho wer po int­ 
ed o ut that the Germans o ften made giant blunders 
when Hitler o v errulled his co mpetent co mmanders. 
But, in additio n lo Marshal Edwin Ro mmel’s early 
No rth African desert perfo rmance, there were 
equiv alent classics hardly kno wn to o ur public. 
Stalingrad fell o n J an. 31, 194 3. Altho ugh the 
Germans had been thro wn o n the defensiv e by" this 
and (he Tunisian disasters, they remained far fro m 
defeated. Marshal Gerd v o n Rundstedt managed 
to seal o ff the immediate Russian penetratio n by 
switching no less than 19 div isio ns fro m France to 
Russia. 
Alo ng with this Gen. v o n Liebcnstein success­ 
fully ev acuated the German fo rces nearly intact 
fro m the Sicilian defeat and likewise go t them o ut 
o f threatened Sardinia and Co rsica. Bo th strate­ 
gists gained Gen. Eisenho wer’s unstinted credit 
fo r their achiev ements again eno rmo us o dds. 
In peaec o r war this is still a wo rld o f men 
and decisio ns The ammersary o f Gen. MacArthur’s 
Incho n is a fitting reminder that there is no sub­ 
stitute fo r the indiv idual. There is no substitute fo r 
co mpetence.

thing m u st su rely cru m ble. Lik e 
mediev al men, who tried to en­ 
force belief in God at the p oint 
of a sword 
lest religiou s faith 
v anish, the reactionary wou ld 
enforce conformity throu gh au ­ 
thoritarianism lest society dis­ 
integrate. 


Bu t what if the hop es of the 
rev olu tionary , the desires of the 
hip p ie and the fears of the re­ 
actionary were realized? What 
if all ex isting law were abolish­ 
ed ov ernight, the whole social 
edifice lev eled to the grou nd 
and m ank ind retu rned to a state 
of p u re anarchy ? 


It wou ld not be 
long before

itself. 
Yet society needs all three — 
the rev olu tionary , to constantly 
p oint ou t ou r shortcom ings; the 
hip p ie, to rem ind u s that men 
ou ght not to liv e by bread alone, 
and the reactionary to cau tion 
u s that rep lacing old m istak es 
with new ones is not necessarily 
an imDrov ement.
